THE BURROWS BROTHERS CO.’S NEw 
BOOK-STORE. 


On the 30th of August the greatly enlarged and 
superbly equipped establishment of the Burrows 
Bros. Co. was reopened. Early this year these 
prominent booksellers and stationers of Euclid 
Avenue, Cleveland, announced that their building 
would be remodelled throughout, but the public 
were in nowise prepared for the transformation 
that had taken place when the doors were opened 
to them, and they came in dense throngs to begin 
their tour of sight-seeing. 

In preparation for this event the building was 
illuminated throughout with electricity, gas-jets, 
and colored lanterns, while flowers and plants oc- 
cupied every available space. A fine orchestra 
was stationed in aside balcony of the retail store, 
and refreshments were served by Cleveland’s best- 
known caterer to all comers. The members of 
the company were stationed on the main floor, 
and were kept busy receiving congratulations 
from the visitors. It seemed as though nearly 
every one in Cleveland made a tour of the build- 
ing. The visitors were certainly ‘ legion,” and 
included many of the most prominent citizens, 
Until late at night the crowd came, saw, and ad- 
mired. The entire clerical force, assisted by 


| policemen and detectives, were kept busy direct- 


ing the visitors through, and every detail passed 
off to the satisfaction and enjoyment of all. 

The Burrows Brothers Co. is officered by Mr. 
Charles W. Burrows, President; Mr. Harris B. 
Burrows, Treasurer; Mr. Byron E, Helman, Sec- 
J. W. Burrows, Cashier. These, 
with the addition of William E, Ward, are also 
the Directors. The success of the Company has 
been phenomenal, and it has shown in as marked 
degree as any firm in Cleveland the possibilities 
the city possesses for the building up of great 
business establishments. Their remodelled block 
is an adornment to the city. The new front at 
once arrests the attention of persons entering the 
avenue, both from its size and variance from all 
other business fronts in Cleveland. The lower 
story is finished in massive red sandstone, with 
two large display windows, each of which has 
both lower and upper glass, the latter of bevel 
plate, having greater dimensions than any other 
bevelled glass in the West. The stone pillars are 
beautifully carved in representations of animals 
and faces, and are adorned with large bracket 
signs of brass, with black letters of clear and 
handsome design. The windows are provided 
with double awnings, something entirely new in 
Cleveland, and very attractive. 

We clip the following description of the inte- 
rior of the building from the Cleveland P/ai- 
dealer : 

‘On entering through the large double doors 
the visitor is struck with the greatly increased 
floor-room and the elegance of the fixtures. 
Immediately in front at the left is found a nov 
elty in the shape of a writing cabinet built of oak

The front, 
sides, and posts are worked in figures, including 
vines, acorns, etc., all shining like glistening gran- 
ite. This cabinet was designed by Mr. Schwein- 
furth and executed by Messrs. Heidenreich & 
Stephan, of this city, who also did the other woo 
and the stone carving on the building. It is pro- 
vided with a ladies’ desk supplied with stationery 
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for the benefit of customers. The pillars in the 
front of the store on the right are encased in oak, 
peautifully panelled and covered with mottoes and 
signs. This first floor is devoted to the retail 
trade, and contains a bewildering display of 
goods. 7 he 

“As before, the book display is chiefly on 
the west side of the store, and to-this department 
have been added several tables devoted to the va- 
rious classes of books. The east side is arranged 
for the convenient display of stationery, etc., 
north of which is found the Sunday-school sup- 
plies, no small part of the company’s business. 
This floor is supplied throughout with fine chan- 
deliers, with both incandescent electric light and 
gas attachment. Inthe rear is found the business 
office of Mr. Charles W. Burrows, manager of 
the retail department, and the cashier’s office, 
both of which are arranged with a view to con- 
venience and rapid dispatch of business, and are 
very handsomely finished. 

“ At the east of the store-room is the new eleva- 
tor. From thisa wide hallway, entirely separated 
from the retail floor, opens into the street, thus 
obviating the necessity of bringing the wholesale 
and retail departments in connection, and doing 
away with all confusion. On the second floor 
the visitor finds himself in a scene of activity that, 
from all outward indications, would hardly be 
thought to exist above the street. This is the 
beginning of the jobbing department. On the 
rear of this floor are located the book-keeping 
offices and the office of Mr. Harris B. Burrows, 
manager of the wholesale department. Just east 
is the packing-room, where all orders are put to- 
gether, and it is an interesting place to visit, es- 
pecially in the very busy seasons. A half dozen 
boys are scurrying around collecting articles 
which are being checked off by clerks and put 
into cases by shippers. Fronting on the avenue 
isa large room devoted to samples, and every 
available place, on tables, along the walls, in 
cases, between the windows, are seen samples, 
the endless variety of articles and colors making 
arich scene. The display of albumsalone is well 
worth a visit to this department, being something 
decidedly startling in size and richness. 

“ The third floor is freighted with stock, and one 
sees high piles of fine stationery, portfolios, albums, 
transparent slates, collar and cuff boxes, pencils, 
autograph albums, manicure sets, pocket-books, 
bill-books, inkstands, etc., including reserved stocks 
of sundries altogether ‘too numerous to men- 
tion’ on one day and in one newspaper. Here, 
too, are stored such articles as hammocks, and an 
idea of the large jobbing business done by the 
Burrows Bros. Co, may be obtained from the fact 
that they are in the list of the half dozen heaviest 
buyers of hammocks in the United States. They 
have fourth place as buyers of transparent slates, 
an article that is a good indication of the whole- 
Sale stationery and school-book trade. 

“ The fourth floor is used for the storage of en- 
velopes, papers, tablets, indexes, blank-books, etc., 
and inthe rear of this floor is located the room 
in which fringed cards for the holiday and Easter 
trade are manufactured. The upper floors have 
all been remodelled with the view to the rapid 
growth of the jobbing business, and it was with 
pardonable pride that a member of the company 
Said to the writer : ‘We now feel in much better 
shape to transact what is positively the largest 
business of its kind in Ohio, and in point of books 
and stationery the largest between New York 
and Chicago.’”’ 


AN IMPORTANT LITERARY UNDER- 
TAKING. 


Tu. CHILD writes to the New York Sum, under 
date of August 17: “The French Imprimerie 
Nationale is accustomed, on the occasion of each 
great exhibition, to execute some important 
typographic work worthy of its high reputation. 
The work in course of execution for the exhibi- 
tion of 1889, and of which the first two volumes 
have just been published, will be composed of 
diplomatic documents relating to the participa- 
tion of France in the establishment of the United 
States, and such is the title of the book: “La 
Participation de la France a l’établissement des 
Etats-Unis” (Paris Imprimerie Nationale. Al- 
phonse Picard, publisher, 1887.) Following the 
example set by his eminent predecessor, Mignet, 
in similar publications, the director of the Nation- 
al Printing Office, M. Doniol, member of the In- 
stitute, has accompanied the volume with a com- 
plete history of the negotiations which preceded 
the French intervention in America from 1775 to 
1778, and he has intercalated in his text the dip- 
lomatic correspondence which forms the basis 
of the splendidly printed work. 

M. Doniol is almost a specialist in this corner 
of the field of history, and his remarks will be all 
the more interesting to Americans as he attacks 
most vigorously the paradoxes of Bancroft, who, 
he says, has attributed to the abstention of Prussia 
the birth of liberty in America and depreciated 
the active intervention of the French.

THE second volume of Justin McCarthy’s “ His- 
tory of the Four Georges” is now in course of 
preparation. 


THE author of “Cape Cod Folks” writes to 
the Chicago 77visune that she did not go abroad 
immediately after writing that book, but stayed 
at home for five years and wrote two other books 
at the solicitation of the same publisher; that she 
never taught school on the Massachusetts coast, 
but spent a few months at Cedarville, the scene 
of her story; that the sums paid by her publishers 
on account of the suits brought were merely nom- 
inal, and the suits were good advertisements for 
the book; that the publisher was not driven into 
bankruptcy, but was greatly prospered by bring- 
ing out the book; that the publisher knew before- 
hand all about the real names of the people used 
in the book ; and, finally, that her husband is not 
a miner, not from Mexico, and not named T. L. 
Greene. All of which she sets forth as a quietus 
to numerous false and damaging statements 
which have been current in the press. 


A sLiP of the pen caused us to give the name 
of an old friend incorrectly. When we referred 
to Mary E. Barr in our issue of August 13, we 
meant to write, of course, Mrs. Amelia Edith 
Barr, whom every one recognizes as the author 
of a number of successful books. We are indebt- 
ed to a correspondent of the American for call- 
ing attention to our error and for the following 
additional facts: “ Mrs. Barr was born in Lan- 
cashire, England, in 1833. Since her struggles 
in New York began, she has earned her way by 
pen-work, and helped support her two daughters, 
Mary A.’ Barr (now married) and ‘Lillie E.’ 
(Eliza Houston) Barr, both of whom have done 








much literary work, and the latter of whom (born | 
in Glasgow, Scotland, 1853) is the author of ‘Dot | 
and Dime: two characters in ebony,’ ‘Inside | 
Southern Cabins,’ and ‘Headquarter Papers.’ | 
The most successful of her (Mrs. A. E. Barr’s) |

Gustave Flaubert, then published in it ‘‘ Madame 
Bovary,” and works by George Sand, Théodore 
de Banville, de Goncourt, etc., filled its pages, 
but it was suppressed by Government. The re- 
vived review will appear monthly. 





OBITUARY. 


BisHop WILLIAM LOGAN HArris, of the M. E. 
Church, died at his home in New York on the 2d 
inst. He was born near Mansfield, Ohio, Novem- 
ber 4.1817. Early in life he became a teacher, 
and served several institutions as principal and 
professor. In 1872 he was elected Bishop. Dr. 
Harris was the author of “‘ The Powers of the 
General Conference,” and with W. J. Henry wrote 
a work on “ Ecclesiastical Law,” on which subject 
he was regarded as one of the best authorities.
